From Rosemary Herring, Deddington 

I would like to reply to the letter you published in the December issue of The 
Deddington News from Leslie Letto, regarding the inadequate play facilities in 
this village. As you may remember, I volunteered to help plan a new playground 
in conjunction with the Parish Council. I was asked to consider a site earmarked 
for such a scheme near the Windmill Community Centre. After many consultations 

a scheme was ready to implement in May 1989 and in July 1989 the Cherwell 
District Council gave a grant of £4,500 towards the cost of a playground. 


However, since the proposed site was adjacent the Windmill Community Centre it 
was thought that the Wintmill Committee should get involved. I attended at their 
request two meetings so that they could submit an integrated scheme for the 
development of the Windmill Site. Unfortunately this committee did not feel 
that provision of play facilities was a high priority and of a list of ten 
schemes the playground was graded 9th. The space allowed for a playground was 
also diminished by the needs of the Tennis Club for a practice/warm up area. 


I do not mind where a playground is sited within reason but as a resident with 
two small children I feel even more strongly than Mr Letto that our children 
deserve a safe clean place to play. Indeed for once lack of funds is not likely 
to stop us meeting this need. What is a problem is that the children do not 
have anyone to speak up on their behalf. They do not belong to a club or 
society but they do live and grow in this community and I feel that they deserve 
consideration. 


I therefore ask if you read this letter and feel that the children deserve a 
better deal, please contact your Parish Council and urge them to take urgent 
action. There is no reason why there should not be a wonderful playground for 
the children this summer. Indeed, if we do not act we will lose the grant from 
Cherwell District Council which is only valid for one year. Please speak up 
for those who cannot speak for themselves.

Fire calls 1989 During the last month of last year we received 23 calls which 
were 3 chimney fires, 1 washing machine on fire, 1 car fire, 2 calls to beams on 
fire in chimneys (‘one of these calls involved 5 beams in one chimney at 
different floor levels), 1 fire in the kitchen at Hopcrofts Holt Hotel, 

1 malicious false alarm, 7 false alarms with good intent, 6 false alarms on 
automatic systems, and 1 call to stand by at Bicester Fire Station. These calls 
brought the total number for 1989 to 283 which is 103 more than in 1988. 

Fire calls 1990. So far we have responded to 9 calls which were 2 chimney fires, 
1 call to a fire in the paintshop at Harywells Garage, Banbury, 

1 call ta a beam on fire, 2 false alarms with good intent, 1 false alarm on an 
automatic system, and 2 calls to stand by at Banbury Fire Station.

DEDDIHGTOR 150 YEARS AGO 


Buffy Heywood reports that the Rev Cotton Risley, in his diaries for the month 
of February 1840, comments on two marriages, firstly that of Queen Victoria and 
secondly that of his sister: 


10th February - Her Majesty Queen Victoria the first was united in marriage this 
morning to Prince Albert. Our bells rang during the whole day - the time of 
year and other circumstancés prevented our taking any further notice of the 

, it is to be hoped. All our dear children being sick with 
measles Mr Turner came early and felt compelled to bleed poor dear Betsy, she 
having a very bad cough attended with inflammatory sore throat and a difficulty 
of breathing. He came again this evening and pronounced her somewhat better, 
tho’ leading us to expect he should bleed her again in the morning. Johnny was 
very dull - Willy and Tooty were the reverse. Took the pence at the school as 
usual. I gave my labourers and workmen (masons) a supper in honour of the 
Queen's Wedding Day. Ordered several Walnut Trees to be planted as a memorial 
of the event in the Park and other places as it is called. May the Queen's 
Marriage prove an event in every way conducive to her own happiness as well as 
to the prosperity and future welfare of old England. 


17th February - Several children in the village died of measles. 


19th February - Went with Susan to Tingewick to remain till Friday in readiness 
for my sister Eliza's marriage on the morrow. All the family, married brothers 
and sisters as well as unmarried, met together ~ perhaps never to do so again! 
God alone knows. 


20th February - at nine a'clock precisely a.m. I married my sister Eliza to 
Henry Smith Esq., a solicitor residing at Buckingham. The whole affair passed 
off uncommonly well and agreeably. The bride and bridgegroom left immediately 
after breakfast for Cheltenham. All our family present in Church except my- 
father and sister, Mrs Welch, who remained at home during our absence. The 
bells rang merrily throughout the day and the school children, 140 in number, 
were regaled with plum cake and tea in the afternoon. 


23rd February - Sunday. The singing this afternoon was the worst we ever have 
had since I have known Deddington. 


26th February - Went up to Oxford to attend the first anniversary meeting of the 
Archdiocanal Board for promoting Education amongst the Middle & Lower Classes of 
Society held in the Town Hall, the Bishop in the Chair. 


28th February ~ Attended the Courts in Oxford Town Hall, dined with the High 
Sheriff and Grand Jury at The Star, 35 magistrates being present.

AIRCRAFT OVER DEDDIEGTOR 

On 21 December 1989 we wrote to the Commanding Officer of the Upper Heyford 
Airbase pointing cut a recent, noticeable increase in the disturbance caused by 
aircraft flying in the vicinity of Deddington. We described the noise as 
persistent, intrusive and unacceptable and, on behalf of our readers, asked what 
was going on. 


We received the following reply dated 23 January 1990 from Squadron Leader 
W Rice, RAF, Upper Heyford. 


",.. I have investigated the situation but can find no changes in our procedures 
or operations which would account for the problem. However, during the period 
to which, I believe, you refer poor visibility led to an increased number of 
aircraft being fed into the radar circuit and this may have accounted for the 
increase in noise in your area. I should however point out that this is not due 
to a change in procedure but something which has happened and will happen from 
time to time depending upon the vagaries of the weather.
